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Effective May 24, 2011, a certificate of veterinary inspection is
required for all equines entering North Dakota for any length of
time. There will no longer be an exemption for equines entering
temporarily for less than 7 days.

In addition, horses must continue to be accompanied by a negative
Equine Infectious Anemia test (completed within the past 12 months).
